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ROOSEVELT'S CABIN

Occupied by Him When Cowboy
in the Wilds of Dakota.

EXHIBITED AT PORTLAND FAIR

Dakota Will Have One of the Finest
Exhibits at the Lewis and Clark
Fair, But It s Expected That Roose-
velt's Cabin Will Bs the Attraction.

The log cabin In which President
Roosevelt lived for three years while
he was a rancher has been placed In
the agricultural building at the Lewis
and (Mark exposition as a part of the
state of North Dakota’s exhibit. The
cabin was taken apart and the pleces
numbered, so that it could be put to-
gether again exactly as it was when
the president lived In it as a cowboy,
It stands near the south wall of the
agricultural bullding.

It was In 1833 that Mr. Roosevelt
went to North Dakota and purchased
the Maltese Cross ranch, a place on
the Little Missourl river elght miles
south of the town of Medora. On tak-
ing possession Mr. Roosevelt changed
the pame to Chimney Butte, on ac-
count of & chimney-shaped butte =
ghort distance away, The rough cabin
which he bought with the ranch wase
the future president's only home for
pearly three years, and In It he lived
the life of the cowboy.

In the cabin there will be exhiblted
also a number of Intérestinf memen-
tos of the president's life at the period.
An old siraw hat, which Mr. Rooses
velt wore when he went to the ranch,
but which was discarded shortly after-
ward as unsuitable to the kind of life
he must lead, was found In an old sack
in a corner of the cabin, and will be
shown to visitors at the western
world’s falr, Other relles include the
president’s old gun, his “chaps” boot:
and the war bag in which be stored
these articles when he gave up his
cowboy life.

While the Roosevelt cabin wlill prob-
ably prove the most popular fenture of
its participation, North Dakota will
have a most Interesting display at the
falr. The citlzens of that atate are
proud of its resources, and when the
legislature refussd to appropriate
méney for representation at the Lewis
and Clark exposition, they raiséd the
required money by privale subscrip-
tion, under a plan proposed by Gov-
ernor E. Y. Barles,

North Dakota being an agricultural
state has placed Its entire exhibit in
the big agricultural bullding at the
exposition, where wall space 36 feet
wide by %0 long !s occupled. In Lthis
gpiace an ¢xhibit of grains and grasses
and other farm products has been in-
stalled, wita the view of showing to
the world the greatness of the state as
a farming country. Commissioner W.
N, 8tet]l of Bismarck is In Portland,
superintending the installation of the
exhiblts, which are practically com-

Polk County |s Now on a Cash Basis
and Built Court House.
The following taken from the Polk
County Observer, shows what & busi-
ness administration will do for a coun-
ty:
Polk county 18 out of dgbt. County
Treasurer Beezley has lssued a call for
all outstanding warranta,and there will
be a small cash balunce in the tréas-
ury' after thesd warrants are puald
Five years ago when Judge Bibley and
Commissioner Teal were elected to of-
fice the county was Ipn dJdebt to the
amount of §116,000. Of this sum, §$50,-
000 represented the cost of the new
court houss and $60,000 was old In-
debtedness. Before any axes came
into the treasury the Iindebtedness
reached $130,000, the highest point in
the history of the county.
The county court at once set about
to pay this indebtedneas and at the end
of thelr four years’ term had reduced
the amount to 320,000, During these
four years the Interesta of the county
were not neglected and more permanent
Improvements were made than ever
before. The court carried on the busi-
ness of the county as usual and In al-
ditlon, improved the roads, bullt
bridges, and overlooked no Important
publle need."

COSTA RICA TAKES PLACE

All the Important 8hipping News and
Water Front Items at Astoria and
Vicinity Occuring During the Past
Twenty-four Mours.

Paul will probably re-
lleve the Costa Rica after the comple-
tion of one round trip, as the Inten-
tlon is to have her ready for sea by
the middie of this month. Possibly
the Costa Rlica may be placed on the
route nlso with the Increase of traf-
fic, it being understood that the com-
pany has entertalned such intention.
